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PROLOGO 


El permanente crecimiento de las comunicaciones, y el 
acercamiento entre naciones que ello implica, ha conducido a que la 
interacción entre los distintos sistemas jurídicos, sea cada vez mas 
intensa. Ello ha dado origen a un volumen, hoy en dia de enorme 
magnitud, de traducciones explicitas o implícitas, de uno a otro 
lenguaje jurídico. Explicitas, en la medida en que textos jurídicos 
deben ser vertidos a otro idioma; implicitas, en cuanto se leen y 
utilizan textos jurídicos correspondientes a idiomas que no son los del 
lector o usuario. 

Esta relación entre lenguajes jurídicos es particularmente 
intensa y dificultosa entre el inglés y el español. Intensa, desde 
múltiples perspectivas: por las relaciones comerciales entre países 
anglo e hispanoparlantes, por la existencia de amplios núcleos de 
población de habla hispana en los Estados Unidos, por la utilización de 
textos jurídicos en ingles -por distintos motivos- en los países de lengua 
española, por el hecho de que el Reino Unido y España sean 
miembros del Mercado Común Europeo, etc. Dificultosa, por cuanto 
no se trata aquí trasladar un mismo concepto de uno a otro idioma, 
sino de encontrar en otro lenguaje jurídico conceptos que guarden 
semejanza o cumplan funciones equivalentes a los de otro lenguaje, 
ante la imposibilidad de dar con el mismo concepto en ambos 
idiomas. 

En efecto, el sistema jurídico anglo-norteamericano, en 
relación con el cual se ha formado la mayor parte de la terminología 
jurídica en lengua inglesa, difiere, prácticamente desde sus conceptos 
más fundamentales hasta los más laterales, del sistema de raíz romana 
que ha dado origen a la terminología jurídica en español Sobre tal base, 
pretender encontrar en uno de estos idiomas el equivalente de los 
términos utilizados por el otro es un esfuerzo no sólo inútil sino que 
lleva consigo el grave peligro de dar no ya equivalentes de un termino 
en otro idioma, sino crear un seudolenguaje que no es sino un símil 
sonoro en una lengua de las palabras que efectivamente se usan en 
la otra. 

Para evitar estos peligros, se suministran equivalente de cada 
palabra en el otro idioma sólo cuando efectivamente los haya, en caso 
contrario, se explica el significado de la palabra carente de traducción 
exacta. También se da esa explicación, de ser necesaria, en los casos 
en que existe traducción precisa. 

Surge del enfoque aquí adoptado que este diccionario no puede 
suplir el conocimiento, creatividad criterio del traductor, este debe 
optar entre distintas acepciones, incluir, en un texto determinado, 
sobre la base del significado de la palabra a traducir, el termino que 
en otro idioma mejor supla al traducido, aun-que no lo haya exacto. 
Este diccionario es así un instrumento para una tarea que hoy requiere 
la flexibilidad del talento humano. No es una suerte de maquinaria 
impresa, que daría una apariencia de certeza y univocidad, donde no 
la hay. 


PROLOGUE 


The constant growth of communications and the resulting 
rapprochement between nations has brought about an increasingly 
intense interaction between different legal systems. Recently, this 
has given rise to an enormous volume of legal translations. These may 
be either explicit, as when legal writings must be translated from one 
language to another, or implicit as when legal writings which are read 
and used, are in a language which is not that of the writer or user. 

This interaction becomes particularly intense and difficult when 
it concerns Spanish and English legal language. The intensity arises out 
of a variety of sources, including the commercial relationship 
between Spanish and English speaking countries, the existence of large 
populations of Spanish speakers in the United States, the use in Spanish 
speaking countries of legal texts written in English, the fact that Great 
Britain and Spain are both members of the Common Market, etc.. 
The main difficulty in English - Spanish legal translations is that one 
is not translating one identical concept from one language to 
another, but rather finding a legal concept in one language that is 
similar and fulfills equivalent junctions of that in the other 
language. 

The Anglo-North American legal system from which the largest 
part of legal terminology in the English language was developed and 
the Roman system which has been the source of Spanish legal 
terminology differ from their most fundamental concepts to those 
farthest afield. Bearing this in mind, it is useless to try to always find 
the equivalent in one language of a term used in the other; to do so 
also runs the risk of not providing the equivalent of the term in the 
other language, but of creating a pseudoterm which only sounds 
similar to the words actually used in the other language. 

To avoid these dangers, we have provided the equivalent of each 
word only when one actually exists in the other language. When there 
iS no precise equivalent, the meaning of the word has been explained. 
Even in cases in which a precise translation does exist, an explanation 
has also been provided where necessary. 

It is obvious from these comments that this dictionary cannot 
supplant the knowledge, creativity and judgment of a translator. A 
careful translator must choose between different meanings, including 
a term or description which in the other language best provides the 
true interpretation of the term to be translated. This dictionary is thus 
a tool which must be used with the human flexibility and 
inventiveness. An accurate translation cannot be created by 
mechanically replacing words from one language with words from 
another: such work would merely give the appearance of certainty and 
equivalence where there is none. 


INDICACIONES PARA LA CONSULTA Y EL MANE] O 
DE ESTA OBRA 


1. Las voces se encuentran ordenadas alfabéticamente, segun el 
orden alfabético del idioma al que corresponden. Debe asi recordarse, 
por ejemplo, que en espanol la jl es una letra, que alfabéticamente va 
antes de la m y después de la |, similarmente, la ch es en espanol una 
letra, que alfabéticamente va antes de la d y después de lac. 

2. Tratándose de voces compuestas, la alfabetización se basa 
en la primera de las palabras que la componen. Las voces compuestas 
cuya primera palabra es común son luego ordenadas en función de la 
alfabetización de las palabras que siguen a la primera. 

3. Las siglas se consideran como si fueran una voz unitaria. 

4. Las palabras y locuciones que se usan en uno de los idiomas, 
pero que pertenecen a otros idiomas y no han sido incorporadas al 
idioma en relación con el cual se usan, se colocan entre comillas. Tal el 
caso, en particular, de las voces latinas que se utilizan en relación con 
el inglés y el espanol pero no han sido incorporadas a estos idiomas. 

5. Respecto de las voces en espanol, se indica antes de las 
mismas si son sustantivos masculinos (m), sustantivos femeninos (f), 
verbos (v), adjetivos (adj) o adverbios (adv). 

6. Cuando una voz tiene varios sentidos posibles, las 
traducciones correspondientes a esos distintos sentidos se separan 
mediante barras. 

7. En general, se incluyen los equivalentes en un idioma de las 
voces del otro, acompañándolos, cuando se lo considera necesario, 
por una explicación del sentido de la palabra que se traduce. 
Cuando no es posible dar tales equivalentes, se comienza 
directamente con la explicación de la voz de que se trate. 

8. Tratándose de la traducción del inglés al español, en general 
se la da respecto de las voces según se las utiliza tanto en Estados 
Unidos como en Gran Bretaña. En la traducción del español al inglés se 
utiliza la ortografía empleada normalmente en los Estados Unidos. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE USE OF THIS DICTIONARY 


1. Terms are arranged alphabetically in each language. 
Accordingly, one must remember, for example, that in 
Spanish "Il" is a letter which come after "I" and before "m"; similarly, 
"ch" is a letter which come after "c" and before "d". 

2. Phrases are alphabetized by their first words. Phrases that have 
a first word in common are alphabetized by the following word or 
words. 

3. Abbreviations have been treated as if they were a single word. 

4. Words foreign to both Spanish and English are placed in 
quotation marks. In particular, this has been done with Latin terms 
that are not fully incorporated into the language in which they are 
being used. 

5. Spanish terms are listed with a description of their grammatical 
function and, as appropriate, their gender: verb (v), adjective (adj), 
adverb (adv), masculine (m), feminine (f). 

6. When a given term has a variety of possible meanings, the 
various translations have been separated by two slanted lines. 

7. In general, the precise equivalents of a term has been 
supplemented by an explanation only where it was deemed necessary 
for clarity. When no equivalent exists, only an explanation is 
provided. 

8. English terms have been translated according to their use and 
meaning in the United States as well as in Great Britain, Soanish terms 
have been translated using the U.S. spelling.
